Eisenho wer — watching a fo o t­ 
ball gam e o n telev isio n when the 
m essage cam e in — fired back a 
cablegram say ing he shared the 
Ru ssians’ ho pes. Ile agreed that 
“ genu ine effo rts” might well be 
fru itfu l. 
He went o n to say : “ As o f this 
m o m ent it seem s to u s critically 
im po rtant to apply the sentim ents 
ex pressed in y o u r m essage to the 
Berlin situ atio n.

Newspapers Fail To Sell Selves

Newspapers have done a poor job of 
press agentry in selling themselves as po­ 
tential employers of the students of the 
land, according to a survey made b y the 
Dow Jones & Co, pub lishing firm. As a re ­ 
sult, few college graduates show interest 
in the career of a newspaperman. 
It is not that newspapers cannot offer 
the inducement to which the students have 
b ecome accustomed. To the contrary, the 
survey taken b y Prof. Alvin K. Austin, 
head of North Dakota University’s journal­ 
ism department, indicates m em b ers of 
reporting and e d i t i n g departm ents are 
earning more money than at any time in 
history. Tile average daily 
newspaper 
from which Professor Austin received re­ 
plies to his inquiries now pays $ 73 a week 
for b eginning reporters, with a few offer­ 
ings as much as $ 100 for novices. 
As a part of his year-long research 
pr o ­ 
ject on newspaper staff recruitm ent prob ­ 
lems, Professor Austin made a survey of 
135 large and small daily newspapers and 
found more than 67 per cent considered 
shortage of new manpower among their 
most pressing prob lems. Many newspap­ 
ers have initiated training program s to fill 
their ranks. 
Much of the reason for lack of interest 
in newspaper work among students, ac* 


cording to Professor Austin, is an almost 
total void of interesting and up-to-date vo­ 
cational guidance material on newspaper 
opportunities in school lib raries 
A.1- an ex­ 
ample, he cited a typical lib rary in New 
Hampshire which contained b ook' on the 
newspaper b usiness printed in 1912 
1913 
1915 and 1919 The latest was pub lished in 
1940 
It is incongruous that lack of the print­ 
ed word is causing a declining interest 
among the coming 
generations 
in 
the 
Fourth Estate.’Newspapers have a con­ 
tinuing need for well educated minds lo 
cope with the unwrapping world of tech­ 
nology, 
The 
time 
to 
influence 
young 
people 
i n t o newspaper careers is during 
the formative years of high school, not at­ 
ter the student has graduated from co! 
loge and has already set his 
s i gh t s on the 
future.

Newspapers have done a poor job of 
press agentry in selling themselves a^ po­ 
tential employers of the students of tile 
land, according to a survey made by the 
Dow Jones k Co. publishing firm, As a re­ 
sult. few college graduates show interest 
in the career of a newspaperman. 
It is not that newspapers cannot offer 


the inducement to which the students have 
become accustomed. To the contrary, the 
survey taken by Prof. Alvin F. Austin, 
head of North Dakota University's journal 
ism department, indicates members of 
reporting and e d i t i n g departments aie 
earning more monev than at ain time in 
history. The average daily 
newspaper 


from which Professor Austin received re­ 
plies to his inquiries now pays STJ a week 
for beginning reporters, with a few olfel­ 
ines as much as $100 for novices. 
As a part of his year-long research pro­ 
ject on newspaper staff recruitment prob 
Inns, Professor Austin made a survey of 
135 large and small daily newspapers and 
found more than 67 per cent considered 
shortage of new manpower among their 
most pressing problems. Many newspap­ 
ers have initiated training programs to fill 
their ranks.
